New York, January 1.—(/)—~— 
Promising to make New York a Let- 
ter city, and announcing his inten- 
tion to seek enlargemcnt of the police 
force if it is found to be inadequate 
to cope with lawlessness, Mayor 
James J. Walker, in his inaugural 
address today outlined: his plans for 
governing the biggest American city 
for the next four years. He is the 
eighth mayor of greater New York. 

“Ninety-nine per cent of the papu- 
lation of this city is decent, respect- 
able, industrious and home-loving,” 
he said, “and the fair name of this 
city should never be besmirched by 
the emenre, evil and = insignificant 
minority.” 

He appealed to all racial groups 
to give their aid in support of clean 
and progressive government. Heé 
stressed the need of planning now 
for the continued growth of the city 
New tunnels and bridges connecting 
the boroughs, better transit facilities, 
expansion of the residential sections 
to enable the people to make “real 
homes,’ and additional playgrounds 
and parks were mentioned as amcng 
the city’s urgent needs, 

The mayor was inaugurated amid 
the acclamation of Tammany follow- 
rs, but neither Governor Smith, Mr.

Bucharest, January 2.—King Ferdi- 
nand has commanded the promulyza- 
tion of a deeree, proclaiming 4-year- 
old Prince Michael, son of the asent 
Crown Prince Carol, as heir-apparent. 

His majesty ordered ‘the privy 
council to make a decree effective to- 
day,. it was announced officially. 

The privy council announced 
Crown Prince Carol's renunciation of 
the throne in a commitnique stating: 

“The Prince Carol wrote to the 
king renouncing all claim to the 
throne and all rights as & member 
of the royal family. He emphasized 


-that his renunciation was irrevocable. 


He wrote—‘I pledge to remain away 
from Rumania for six years, unless 
your majesty orders me to de other- 
wise.’ ”

Boston. Later he spent about three 
‘months in Florida, working as a real 
estate agent. 

Finding it impossible to get as 
much dope as he felt he needed, Baird 
told officers he decided to go to Can- 


‘ada and see if the narcotic laws there 


were not such as to make it easy to 
obtain drugs he used. After reach- 
ing Canada, he found the desired 
drugs difficult to obtain and after 
thinking over the matter, decided to 
give himself up to officers, make a 
clean breast of Cassville bank robbery, 
come back to Georgia, take his sen- 
tence, work it ‘out and “make a man” 
of himself.

Austin, Texas, January 1.—(#)— 
Since her inauguration January 30, 
1925, Governor Miriam A. Ferguson 
has issued on all subjects 1,410 proc- 
lamations. Of these 1,315 were clem- 
ency proclamations, records in the 
secretary of state’s office show. 
Twenty were revocation of conditional 
pardons, furloughs or paroles. Rec- 
ords show that 821 prisoners were 
granted liberty by full or conditional 
pardons or by parole. 

This is a reeord for Texas, if not 
for the United States. The woman 
governor’s policy has attracted na- 
tion-wide attention and subjected her 
to much criticism within the state. 

A compilation by The Associated 
Press shows 224 full pardons, 501 
conditional pardons, 157 restorations 
of citizenship, 171° furloughs, 96 pa- 
roles, 09 extension of paroles, seven 
commutations of death sentences to 
life imprisonment, four respites, 42 
remissions of fines and jail sentences 
and 14 proclamations not returned 
from ihe penitentiary und unelassi- 
fied. This includes two conditional 
pardons, three paroles, five furloughs 
and five extensions of furloughs 
granted today.

I am fond of referring to the health 
ignorance of the average layman, the 
credulity of the Wisenheimer family 
and the pandemic of Billings com- 
plaint which resists the best efforts 
of health educators. 

Here is a fair sample of the mis- 
information which complicates the 
situation, taken from a high-class cur- 
rent periodical : 

“A sneeze is nature's warning that 
a cold is on the way. But why wait 
for a sneeze? Start working on a cold 
before you get one. Junkaline used 
regularly in atomizer, douche or gar- 
gle, strengthens the delicate lining of 
your nose, mouth and throat, washes 
away dust and irritants which form 
weak spots in the tissue. The sore 
throat and cold germs attack these 
weak spots’ Junkaline prevents these 
weak spots from forming. 

“Junkaline is not just an antisep- 
tic, but it is an alkaline one—any 


doctor will tell you that the most 
effective healing agents for mucous 
membrane infections are alkaline. 

“Junkaline cleanses the irritated or 
congested membrane, removes excess 
mucus, washes away the germs and 
objectionable matter which the mu- 
cus contains and its antiseptic proper- 
ties make it hard for germs to mul- 
tiply.” 

Now all that probably sounds pleas- 
ing and reasonable enough to 
health ignorant Wisenheimer with 
chronic Billings complaint. Junkaline 
(a pseudonym I have given the nos- 
trum here) is about as harmless as 
anything of the kind ean be. and in 
certain conditions it probably has 
some remedial] value, that is, adds 
something to the discomfort. of the 


patient, though, of course, it does not: 


cure anything. 

But the “explanation” of the way 
it works is balogny of the cheapest 
grade. How ridiculous to suggest 
that the habitual application of a 
mildly akaline, feebly antiseptic, pret- 
tily tinted and pleasantly flavored so- 
lution will “strengthen” the lining of 
nose,. throat or mouth, 

Granting that such a solution ap- 
plied with atomizer, irrigator or gar- 
gle. does wash away particles of dust 
which might conceivably make micro- 
scopic wounds: in the mucus mem- 
brane and so open up a way of en- 
trance for germs, the Junkaline is 
applied for only a moment or ‘two 
night and morning, whereas the dust 
is busily engaged 24 hours of the day 
trying to break a way in for the 
germs. If these minute wounds by 
dust particles constitute the “weak 
spots,” the Junkaline should be ap- 
plied about every 10 seconds to po- 
lice the threatened district preperly.

The 
truth is that there is no _ scientific 
reason to assume and very question- 
able clinical or practical evidence to 
support the theory, that ‘the regular 
or habitual use of any such lotion or 
remedy will prevent respiratory 
fection. If there is any advantage i 
using a mild antiseptic spray, wash 
or gargle in time of epidemic, nothing 
superior to borie acid solution has 
been found for the purpose—say a 
teaspoonful of boric acid dissolved in 
a pint of boiled water. 

Alkaline salutions tend to cut or 
dissolve the thick mucus and so aid 
in washing it) away, when that ig de- 
sirable, but except in very abnormal 
or diseased eonditions it is scareely 
advisable to try to wash away the 
mucus secretion of nose, mouth or 
throat, for it is itself an excellent 
natural protective, entangling germs 
and dust, and it usually has some 


natural germicidal power as well.

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CHAPTER XXX. 
The “Atlanta Spirit” Is Born. — 
In the childhood days of Atlanta 
there was coming to the front in 
Cherokee Georgia, a man who vas des- 
tined to become one of the luminaries 
of his time. He eventually became 
“the first citizen of Atlanta” in the 


post-bellum era, and perhaps, the 
most potential promoter of her re- 
generation into metropolitan position 
and power. 

That man was Joseph Emerson 
Brown. He was a country lad of 
Scitch-Irish blood, born in South Car- 
olina, but early brought into the Cher- 
okee country by his parents. He was 
almost self-educated in -he ek. mentary 
studies, but by his own efforts he 
obtained college instruction and after- 
wards, by teaching, paid off the debt 
he had incurred to mature his educa- 
tion. He earned his way through the 
Yale ‘aw school and graduated in 
1846. He was a strict Baptist and 
a straight democrat. He was elected 
to the state senate in 1849 and there 
began to show abilities that fore- 
cast the remarkable political career 
that he afterwards made. ° ; 

He was well-informed of what was 
transpiring in Terminus and then in 
Marthasville; had witnessec the com- 
pletion of the four railway lines into 


the new city of Atlanta, as she had 


become by charter; and with keen sa- 
gacity had aligned himself with those 
progressives who believed that rail- 
ways and schools would prove the pil- 
lars of Jachin and Boaz—the strength 
and wisdom—of an Empire state. 


In 1856 he was elected governor of 
the state and continued in that of- 
fice until deposed by the federal mili- 
tary in the spring of 1865. During 
all of his inecumbency he was the 
steadfast friend of Atlanta and lent 
his powerful influence to every just 
measure intended to advance her in- 
terests. Lis aid was gratifying to the 
Atlantans and among them, even in 
the parlous days of “reconstruction” 
when he was charged with recreancy 
to the state and the south, he had a 
constituency of fearless friends who 
followed his counsels with perfect con- 
fidence in his rectitude and patriot- 
ism. 

Had there been no four years of 
civil strife, invasion and disaster, it 
can searcely be doubted that today 
the population of Atlaita wouid be 
far beyond the half million mark. 
Her position then and still is, for all 
purposes of internal trade and manu- 
factures, the most strategic in the 
entire south. Her proximity to a 
great and varied supply of raw ma- 
terials for industrial transformation 
into finished goods of infinite kinds 
is unrivalled anywhere on this hemis-’ 
phere. That distinction has always 
been claimed by her business men and 
is no idle boast. It cau be easily 
proven by incontestable facts and fig- 


ures, 


But the city 60 years ago was a 
shapeless and almost tenantless pile 
of war-seared debris. A small num- 
ber of homes, several public institu- 
tions, three or four churches were left 
unseorched by the torch to guide tle 
returning refugees. 

The spectacle was enough to dismay 
the stoutest hearted optimist and there 
were some witnesses who gloomily pre- 
dicted that “Atlanta will 
what she was!” 

Atlanta never since has been “what 
she was.” When the war ceased and 
the problems of peace became the pas- 
sion of her sons, and those who lo- 
cated here with them, having no wel- 
come awaiting them in their former 
homes. threw all their energies into.

ings with the president and his wife. 
The general public was received after 
a brief luncheon rest.
